Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior of 
record fails to show at least partially removing regions of said organic optoelectronic 
material that are not covered by said patterned layer of second conductive material and 
providing electrical connections to electrically contact at least two of said plurality of 
organic optoelectronic devices, wherein each electrical connection electrically connects 
the second conductive material of one optoelectronic device to the first conductive 
material of another optoelectronic device while having the characteristics as recited in 
claim 1.
